Legislative Body 


The legislative program  spon- 
sored by the California State Fed- 
eration of Labor is progressing 
satisfactorily at Sacramento. E. W.

THE CIO SCHEME 


The CIO proposals read, in part: 
“Not later than June 1, 1939,there 


shall assemble in the city of Wash- 


ington, D, C., in the hall owned by 
the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, a convention of repre- 
sentatives of co-operation (a) the 
American Federation of Labor, (b) 
the congress of industrial organ- 
izations and (c) the four brother- 
hoods in the railroad transporta- 
tion field, heretofore independent. 

“This convention is to organize 
and dedicate the American congress 
of labor, designed to supersede and 
embrace the membership of the 
CIO and the A. F. of L., and to in- 
membership of the be- 
fore-mentioned railroad organiza- 
tions. The convention will outline 
its objectives, adopt a constitution 
and elect officers for a term of one 
year.”

sistently improving, not only for 
the members but for the unorgan- 
ized firemen throughout the coun- 
try.

In considering affiliation with an 
organization of any kind, and espe- 
cially with a labor union, the ques- 
tion of prime importance in the 
mind of the prospective member 
is “what will I get out of it?” Next, 


“will I get enough to make it 
worth my while to join?” So far 


as the worth of membership in the 
international association of fire 
fighters is concerned, we are glad 
to let the record of the association 
speak for itself. 

Wages Have Increased 

Using the hundred largest cities 
as a basis for comparison it is in- 
teresting to note that the average 
salary of fire fighters has in- 
creased more than 81% per cent. 
Such an increase should be a defi- 
nite answer as to whether or not 
membership in the association is 
a worth while investment. 

Much has also been accomplished 
during the past 20 years in regard 
to improvement in working condi- 
tions; the establishment of pension 
systems, shortening of hours, se- 
curing vacations, days off, eloth- 
ing allowances and other improve- 
ments in the working conditions of 
the fireman. 

Shorter Work Day 
In Operation 

In speaking of hours the facts 
are particularly suggestive that in 
1918 the firemen in all but 26 cities 
were working on continuous duty, 
which meant that they had to live 
at the fire house. Now in 1939 the 
two platoon system is in operation 
in every city of any size and in 
practically every town in the 
United States and Canada. In fact 
there are several cities where the 
three platoon system is in effect, 
notably in New York where the 
system has been operating for sev- 
eral years, 

All of these improvements are 
directly the result of organization 
under the banner of the American 
Federation of Labor. They have 
been secured, not by accident, but 
as the result of organized efforts. 

The international fire fighters’ 
association and its affiliated locals, 
strengthened and aided by the com- 
bined forces of organized labor, 
have steadily pressed forward in 
the march toward their goal, so 
that we can say without fear of 
contradiction that it is because of 
the work of our great organization 
backed up by the forces of organ- 
ized labor that we have made con- 
ditions in the fire service what 
they are today. 


New Reorganization Bill 
Is Offered in Congress 


A reorganization bill has been in- 
troduced in the house of represen- 


tatives by Cochran of Missouri and 
Warren of North Carolina. It em- 
powers the president to prepare 
plans for transfer, consolidation or 
abolition of federal agencies, save 
those specially exempted. These 
include the civil service commis- 
sion and the controller general’s 
office, which were both included in 
the bill defeated before, and 
the interstate commerce, power, 
trade, coal, securities, communica- 
tions, and tariff commissions, the 
engineer corps of the U. §S. army 
and the veterans administration. 


Labor opposed the first bill

account of provisions abolishing 
the civil service commission, but 


that and other objectionable fea- 
tures are left out. The A. F. of 1. 
has made no objections to the 
present measure. Charles E. Sten- 
gle, president of the American 
federation of government em- 
ployes, says he does not want to 
give an indorsement until he has 
put in further study.

Dictators Responsible for Armaments 


The peace-loving instincts of the masses everywhere and 
the responsibility of the nazi and fascist dictatorships for the 
tremendous sum being spent by democratic nations for defen- 
sive armaments are emphasized by the New Zealand transport 
worker, the official organ of the New Zealand federated water- 
side workers. 

“Ninety per cent of the people of the world desire to live in 
peace and harmony,” the Transport Worker says. “Ninety per 
cent are opposed to war, and the same ninety per cent do not 
see any reason why they should quarrel with their fellow man. 

“What then is the cause of all the trouble? Why is it that 
we have a weekly war scare and an international crisis daily? 
Why is it that the newspapers of the world are so busy in this 
matter? Why is it that thousands of millions of pounds are spent 
each month nowadays in the manufacture of machinery and 
weapons for the sole purpose of destruction of defenseless 
people and possibly of civilization altogether? 

“There are but few men in the world who would attempt to 
justify this huge expenditure, this terrible waste of labor and 
money. There are fewer still who could justify war and whole- 
sale destruction of human beings. War was never a necessary 
adjunct to progress, and today war can only have one result— 
the further enslavement of mankind or the destroying of our 
present civilization. 

“During the last world war, we were told that it was a fight 
to save democracy. The democratic countries won the war, yet 
democracy is in greater peril today than ever. It seems to prove 
the statement made by the pacifists the years down that wars 
never won anything either for the conqueror or those who were 
defeated. 

“Yet the fact remains that the peaceful nations of the world 
are compelled to arm willy nilly. This, of course, is due to the 
threats of power politics made by European dictators, * * * 
Democracy, therefore, realizes the fact that its liberties must be 
defended and is agreed that the respective nations that are 
defending democracy should arm for their own defense and 
protection.”
